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The distinguishing note of the poems in Ste- 
venson's ''Child's Garden of Verses" is the sim- 
plicity and naivete with which childhood looks out 
upon life and comments upon what it sees. The 
fa£t that the form of expression, as well as the 
point of view, is that of the child, affords striking 
proof of the variety and carefulness of the author's 
observation y while the thought itself reveals the ex- 
traordinary understanding and sympathy with 
which Stevenson divined the child's mind and his 
ways of looking at things. 

It was obvious that verses so full of imagina- 
tive feeling, fancy, and lyric charm as these should 
be set to music; and the cordial reception given 
a year ago to the ''Field-De Koven Song Book" 
seemed to open the way for a volume of Steven- 
son's lyrics which should be treated in the same
